SCHOOL REPORT. 


* 


TERMS AND DISTRICTS. 


There have been 27 weeks of school, a summer term of 9 
weeks and a fall and winter term of 18 weeks, with one week’s 
vacation. The schools have been of uniform length excepting 
Beauty Hill. There the summer term was closed after 5 
weeks on account of sickness of the teacher, and the opening 
of the winter term was delayed because of difficulty in provid- ' 
ing a teacher. For these reasons the school is still in session, 
but will receive the full number of weeks. 

It was decided in the spring to open schools in nine districts. 
Later the parents at the North, Shackford and Bickford dis- 
tricts petitioned for schools, representing the number of pupils 
to be 5, 6 and 7 respectively. It had been a rule with previous 
School Boards to grant a school to any district containing 5 or 
more children of school age. Your Board followed the rule and 
opened schools as petitioned; but after a trial of one term it 
saw fit to abolish both schools and rule. It was found that 6 
and 7 on the petition meant 4 and 5 on the register. Schools 
were maintained for the remainder of the year in nine districts 
as at first intended. 


CONVEYANCE. 


After closing the school at the North, the pupils there were 
conveyed to Locke’s Corner, during the fall and winter terms, 
at an expense of $36. Those of the Bickford district were 
conveyed to the Parade at an expense of $20, and in the winter 
term $17.50 was paid for conveying the pupils from the Tasker 
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district to the South, the distance having been measured and 
found to exceed one and one-half miles. Thus at at expense 
of $73.50 the maintenance of three schools was avoided, and a 
net saving effected of something over $250. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The number of pupils not less than five years of age who 
have attended public school not less than two weeks, is 202. 
The selectmen reported the number of children between the 
ages of five and fifteen to be 266—male 111, female 155. Of 
this number 91 have not been enrolled. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that the School Board could not compel the at- 
tendance of the child under eight years of age; fully one-third 
of the number reported by the selectmen are under eight. 

There are 12 on the roll of honor for the year. White Oaks 
furnishes one-half of this number; there are five schools, in- 
cluding the three largest, not represented at all. 


TExT Books. 


At the beginning of the school year the School Board ascer- 
tained that the district had purchased some 1,000 books at an 
expense of $500. Some of these were in the secretary’s pos- 
Session; some were stored in school houses, or with private 
parties; and some were in the hands of the pupils. There was 
either no record at all to show where the books were, or it was 
so defective as to be of little value. Each district was visited, 
and in many instances each pupil of the district, and the books 
traced and collected as far as it was possible. A book-chest 
was then provided for each district, and the books were charged 
to the teacher who accounts for each one before being paid. 

Only such books and supplies have been purchased as seemed 
absolutely necessary. The largest bill is for book-keeping and 
blanks. The previous School Board had adopted Meservey’s, 
but no books had been purchased. As this branch was studied 
in very many of the schools it became necessary to furnish 
text-books. 
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The bill of $96 for charts does not properly belong to this 
year’s expenses, as the charts were purchased and in use before 
this School Board came into office. 


"TEACHERS. 


In employing teachers preference was given to those who 
taught in the district the previous year, and the teachers of the 
summer term, as far as possible, were retained throughout the 
year. 

All the teachers, before the opening of the summer term, 
were subjected to a written examination in the branches re- 
quired by law to be taught. This was the first written exam- 
ination of teachers ever held in the district, and it caused some 
little feeling of opposition; but a perusal of the papers proved 
the necessity of such a course. It is the judgment of the 
School Board that a like examination should be holden each 
spring, open to all proposing to teach in the district, and that 
the papers be made a basis in deciding between the applicants. 


REPAIRS. 


There are four school houses in the district, whose condition 
may be classed good; one or two fair; the remainder bad. 
The houses at the Centre, Parade and South, the three largest 
schools, are not in a condition fit for use. The article in your 
warrant for appropriating money for the repair of school 
houses is worthy of your careful attention. There is no other 
town in the county whose amount of school property is propor- 
tionately so small as Barnstead’s. In school population we are 
5th, in school property, 10th. 


Town vs. District System. 


The Town system has now been in force five years. The 
opposition, which during the first year after the enactment of 
the law was so strong as to practically defeat its application, 
still continues. Those who wish to judge the system by its re- 
sults may find help in the following

The Town system, with an increase of 8 per cent. in school 
money, has given the pupil an increase of 31 per cent. in school- 
ing, and the teacher an increase of 22 per cent. in salary. 
Reducing the average amount of school money for the last five 
years to ‘the average for the five previous years, the increase in 
schooling would be 21 per cent. 

In round numbers the new school law has given annually to 
each pupil four extra weeks of schooling, and to each teacher 
four dollars per month extra pay. 

In five years the Town system has saved to the tax-payers 
the sum of $1607.98
